A Hotel«Keeperin Tweed the Vic- 
tim. 


Tween, Ont., 28.—E. R. Huyck, 
hotel-keeper, was stabbed by Wm. Brad- 
ley, in three places and is lying in a 
eritical condition. Bradley was arrested 
by Constable Reatty. 

Saturday’s Intelligencer says: Brad- 
ley was brought down to the city this 
morning by Constable Beatty and placed 
in the County goal. From the con- 
stable the following particlars of the af- 
fair were obtained: About 7 o'clock 
last evening Bradley entered Huyck’s 
hotel, being under the influence of 
liquor, and asked Wm. Huyck to fill a 
bottle, which he refused to do. This 
was atthe bar. He then went. to the 
wash room, where Mr. R. E. Huyek 
was and asked him to fill a bottle. He 
also refused to do #0, when Bradley 
used profane language and took hold 
of Huyck. The latter then endeavored 
to eject Bradley from the premises, and 
it was during the scuffle which ensued 
that he received the wounds. The in- 
strument used was a large jack knife. 
The most dangerous wound inflicted , 
was upon the left side, the point of the 
knife penetrating between the ribs al- 
most touching the heart. He also re- 
ceiyed an ugly gash across the left 
wrist, severing one of the arteries. Two 
other small wounds were made on the 
victim’s legs. Drs. Tuttle and Mather 
were summoned as quickly as possible 
and the wounds were dressed. Huyck 
last night was in a precarious conditign, 
but was reported to be slightly improved 
this morning. 

A preliminary examination was held 
last night, conducted by Messrs. P. K. 
Newton and F. McCann, justices of 
the peace. After some evidence had 
been taken Bradley was committed to 
goal here. Whilst being conducted [to 
the lock-up at Tweed he endeavored to 
escape from the constable, but was un- 
successful, He is a dark complexioned 
man of medium height.

police were suddenly to appear on Broad- 
way in their gaudy uniforms they woald 
;make quite & sensation. These strapping 
fellows are scattered all over the Canadian 
Northwest in barracks at the principal 
settlements. They number a thousand, are 
splendidly mounted, and are quite a feature 
in the life of the Northwest territories. 
Half a dozen of them may always be seen at 
the most important stations on the line of 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad, where the 
form quite an attraction for tourists, until 
they cease to. be a novelty. Their uniform 
is one of the gaudiest ever donned by a 
police force. On their heads they wear a 
black flat cap much like a skull cap, with a 
broad yellow border, and a yellow strap 
fastened to its sides and resting on their 
chins. Their jackets are a bright red, with 
® profusion of gilt buttons, and their 
tronsers are black, with broad yellow side 
stripes. They always wear spurs and gener- 
ally a belt full of cartridges and make quite 
4 striking appearance, 


‘** * Our life is not such a very easy one,’ 
sail one of them the other day. ‘To be 
sure we do not drill much except in the 
early part of our service, but we havea good 
deal of barrack duty to perform, and every 
little while we are sent on a hunt after 
horse thieves or other criminals or down 
south tothe Indian reservations to settle 
some little trouble among the Indians. 

*** Do you wear this uniform when you are 
chasing horse thieves?’ the policeman was 
asked. * Your red jackets must advertise 
your presence on these flat prairies as far as 
the eye can reach.’ 

‘***Oh, no,’ hereplied. ‘When we are 
off on a hunt for criminals we dress entirely 
in black. Sometimes we are gone for two 
or three weeks on this service. Occasionally 
wetake a week's rations with us, but we 
do not like to burden ourselves @n a rapid 
march with heavy haversacks, and 
when possible rely for food upon any 
settlements which lie in the direction we are 
taking. Asa rule, we are successful in 
catching criminals, even when they have 
some daysthe start of us. On these great 
plains they cannot conceal themselves as 
they ‘night in timbered countries, and, 
moreover, they find it necessary to visit 
some settlement or ranch for food, amd if 
they appear at any town the telegraph is 
quite sure to put us on their track. 

** The pay of the Canadian mounted police 
is $30 a month and found. They first enlist 
for a period of five years, and the Govern- 
ment is glad to re-enlist them for three 
years longer at advanced pay. Some of the 
Northwestern territories are very anxious to 
become provinces, but even when this change 
in their form of Government takes place it 
is probable that the system of ‘mounted 
police will be continued for many years yet. 
The territory they police is enormous, and 
so long a8 it is thinly settled no other means 
of preserving the peace and bringirg crimi- 
nals to justice is likely to prove so economi- 
calard effective. Many of them re-enlist 
at the end of their term of service. They 
are all tall, well-developed fellows, and fine 
specimens of manly health and vigor. Most 
of them like their way of living, and are 
particularly proud of their horsemanship 
and of the fine animals provided for them. 

Ameri¢ans are usually surprised to find 
that the smaller Canadian cities keep the 
peace with so few policemen. Winnipeg, 
for instance, with a popuiation of about 
49,000 people, has se eighteen policemen. 
They are rather remarkable specimens, how- 
ever, and every man of them is over six feet 
tall. They say the city is very quiet, and 
they have no difficulty in guarding property 
and maintaining the peace. Victoria, with 
® population of 20,000 souls, has only thir- 
teen policemen, and Mayor Grant said the 
other day, with considerable pride, that 
after a recent celebration in which the whole 
city was cn fete for two days, there was not, 
on the day following the event, a single case 
in the police court. A different state of 
affairs is found in the towns of our own 
Pacific coast. In Tacoma, for instance, with 
& population of about 40,000, there are 
ninety policemen, and the citizens seem to 
think they need every man of them to keep 
their town inorder.” ~

LONDON POLICE STATISTICS. 


Keeping the Peace in the World's Great 
iy. 


An impressive view of the magnitude of 
the British metropolis is presented in the 
annual report of the Commissioner of police, 
which has just been published, covering the 
operations of that Department for the year 
1890. The authorized strength of the force 
was as follows: 31] superintendents, 858 in- 
spectors, 1,534 sergeants and 12,841 con- 
stables, total 15,264; being an increase of 
one superintendent, 11 inspectors, 82 ser- 
geants and 445 constables since 1889. Of 
these 4 superintendents, 54 inspectors, 197 
sergeants, and 1,423 constables were em- 
ployed on special duties for various Govern- 
ment departments, including special pro. 
tection posts at public offices and ae 
dockyards and military stations, and y 
public companies and private individuals. 
The number of police available for service 
in the metropolis, exclusive of these especi- 
ally employed and whose services were 
paid for, was 27 superintendents, 804 in- 
spectocs, 1,337 sergeants and 11,432 con- 
stables, total 13,600. An average of one- 
fourteenta of the force, except specialduties, 
sick, ete. (862) is daily on leave in accord- 
ance with the regulation granting one 
day's: leave of absence to each man ever 
fortnight. Casualities caused by men sic 
and on detached sick leave averaged 549 
daily. The Metropolitan Police District ex- 
tends over a radius of fifteen miles from 
Charing Cross, exclusive of the city of Lon- 
don, and embraces an area of 688. 31 square 
niles, extending from Colney Heath, Hert- 
fordshire, on the north, to Mogadore, Tod- 
worth Heath, in the south, and from Lark 
Hall. Essex, inthe east, to Staines Moor, 
Middlesex, in the west. The total amount 
of police rate levied on the parishes for the 
year ended March 31, 1891, produced 
$3,093, 015, and the local taxation account 
contributed $2, 953,405 to the police fund 
during the year, 

The criminal returns for 1890 disclosea 
most satisfactory record for the year. The 
felonies relating to property number 17,49) 
or 2,053 fewer thanin 1889 were a marked 
improvement on those for the preceding 
year. There were fewer offences of this 
kind committed in the metropolis during 
1890 than in any year since 1875. But in 
1875 the felonies of this class were, relative- 
ly to the population, in the ratio of 4.182 
per thousand, whereas iast year the pro- 
portion per thousand was only 3.002, or less 
than half the number considered normal 
twenty years ago. It thus appears that there 
was greater security for persons and property 
in the metropolis during 1890 than in any 
previous year included inthe statistical 
returns. Itshould be remembered that in 
relation to police work, the difficulties of 
dealing wit crime, as each decade addsa 
million to the population of the metropolis, 
are augmentedina ratio far greater than 
that of the arithmetical increase. The 
facilitics for the commission of crime, and 
the chances of immunity relied on by pro- 
fessional criminals, are very much greater in 
& population bordering on 6,000,000 than 
they were in 1875, when the population ot 
London was only about 4,000,000. In ten 
ofthe sixteen murder cases recorded in 
which apprehensions were effected by 
the Metropolitan Police, convictions 
were obtained against the perpetrators of 
the crimes. In seven of these the prisoners 
were sentenced to death, and in the cther 
three the accused were found to be insane, 
and were ordered to be confined during Her 
Majesty’s pleasure. Six murder cases remain 
to be accounted for. In one of these the 
author of the crime was removed to a luna. 
tic asylum without being brought to trial, 
In another the murderer cominitted suicide. 
In a third the accused was acquitted of the 
capital charge on the medical evidence 
adduced as to the cause of death. In the 
Chiswick case of January 1] it was ultimately 
established that the death was wholly un- 
connected with homicidal violence. And in 
the case of the Italian Pompeo, who was 
murdered by another Italian on February 13,

The thermometer ranged from 92 to 
97 degrees for five or six days. Daring 
the week 214 persons were killed in that 
city of aunstreke. 


In France in 1718 many shops had to 
close. The theatres did not open their 
doors for three months. Not a drop of 
water fell during six months. In 1773 the 
thermometer rose to 118 degrees. 


The heat in several of the French prov- 
inces during the Summer of 1705 was 
equal to that of a glass furnace. Meat 
could be prepared for the table merely by 
exposing it to the sun. Not a soul dare 
venture out between noon and 4 P. M. 

Tn 1800 Spain was visited by a swelter- 
ng temperature thal is pee a as fear- 
ful. Madrid and other cities were de- 
serted and the streets silent. Laborers 
died in the fields, and the vines were 
scorched and blasted as if by a simoom. 

The year 1872 wasa fearful one in New 
York. One hundred and fifty cases of 
sunatroke occurred on July 4th, of which 
seventy-two proved fatal. Yhe principal 
thoroughfares were like fields of battle. 
Men fell by the score, and ambulances were 
in constant requisition, 

In 1778 the heat of Bologna was 20 great 
that numbers of people were stifled. In 
July, 1793, the heat again became intoler- 
able. Vegetables were burned up and fruit 
dried on he trees. The furniture and wood- 
work in dwelling houses cracked and spilt 
and meat went bad in an hour. 

A disastrous hot wave swept through 
Europe in June, 1851, The thermometer in 
Hyde park, London, indicated from 90 to 94 
degrees in the shade. in the Champs des 
Mars, during a review, soldiers by the score 
fell victims to sunstroke, and at Alder- 
ret England, men dropped dead while at 

rill. - 

In July, 1876 intense heat began to make 
its power felt throughout the Middle and 
Southern States. In Washington the heat 
was frightful. General Sherman declares 
that the car rails became so expanded by 
the action of the sun as to rise up in curved 
lines, drawing the bolts. In one instance 
the rails burst away from the bolts and lef

There 
are many points of interest worthy of special 
attention, this amongst others, for example. 
The stilling of this tempest was accomplish- 
edin a manner that was dignifed and su- 
blime. It was not a stolen victory over the 
angry waters. There was no signas of force 
battling with force. No loud voice was 
heard rising higher than the billowy 
waters. There was no putting forth of 
strength, noentering intoa conflict. Jesus 
simply rose fromsleepat thecry of his bewild- 
ered friends, andseeing thestorm lashed to fury 
gave the order for a calm.

Watkin's Eiffel Tower: 


Sir, Edward Watkin's project of an 
* Kiffel” Tower for London has assumed 
substantial form. An estate of 280 acres 
has been purchased, a company formed 
without application to the public, a plan has 
been approved, a station erected on the con- 
tiguous railway, the foundations of “ The 
Tower” have been commenced,. and on 
saturday a large party of representatives 
of the press were conveyed from Baker-st. 
to Wembley Park in twelve minutes to see 
what was going on. The ground acquired 
is undulating and woody. The ecatate is 
nearly divided between the building pro- 
perty and the ornamental park, with its 
** Tower ” and Winter Garden. A fine lake 
of over five acres is being formed by the aid 
of the Upper Brent River, which will be 
pleasant for boating in summer and the scene 
of curling, rinking and skating in winter. 
The tower will stand on the highest emin- 
ence in the park, from which, at present, 
pretty views are to be seen extending 
some miles beyond the immediate surround- 
ings. The design of Mr. Stewart, one of the 
competitors for the prize awards, has been 
adopted as the basis of the plan, and Sir 
Benjamin Baker has been associated with 
meets the sen gage The tower will be 
mainly ip * eho on four large concrete 
blocks, in dimensions 26 feet long by 20 feet 
bread, and 25 feet deep. The excavation 
for one of these blocks is nearly completed, 
the geological formation of the hill being 
atiff clay. The elevation of the site is about 
140 feet higher than the sito of the Paris 
tower, and the ironwork of the Wembley 
tower will be 1,000 feet. As this willstand 
on a sort of pedestal portion of 150 feet, the 
total height will be 1,150 feet, or 350 feet 
above the Paris example.

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POWER @F THE 1-INCH GUN. 
Wonderful Result at Special Test in 
Knatand, 

Tn March iast the British Admiralty de- 


termined to test the fall power of @ sixtcen- 
inch 110-ton rifle, made — @reat war 
ship Sanspareil. The gun Was set up at 


Shoeburyness, In front of 1t was built such 
& target as the world never sdw before. 
First, to receive the impact of the ball, was 
a solid steel armor plate of the best make, 
twenty inches thick. This was backed by 
an eight-inch iron plate. This in turn was 
backed by twenty feet of oak timbers, the 
whole being secured ther to form the 
most solid mass posible, Back of the 
timbers was a granite wall five feet thick 
and laid in cement. Then to brace the 
wall they built up a solid masa of concrete 
eleven feet thick, and a six-foot wall of 
brick. 

To fully appreciate what a substantial 
mass this target presented, one must con- 
sider that the twenty-inch armor pate ia 
the thickest ever used on a ship. Thearmor 
on the Empress of India, the very Litest 
of British battle ships, is but eighteen inches 
thick, while her barheties are seventeen 
inches, The eight inches of iron behind | 
the armor plate of the target was a most 
efficient backing because of its toughness. 
As to the oak, it should be remembered that 
“the wooden walle” of which the sailore 
used té sing, though never more than two 
feet thick, were able often to stop the pro- 
jectiles of the enemy at short range. In 
this target was a twenty-foot wooden wall. 

Children sometimesask, in speaking ot the 
big guns. ‘Could they shoot through a 
house?” In this target is a wall of g 
five feet thick, and it is a mighty tall build- 
ing that requires a five foot wall at the street 
floor. But what need to say more t No better 
wall could be made for testing the power of 
® monster than this. 

A description of the gun that was fired 
at this t is worth giving. The 
diameter of the bore was sixteen inches, It 
consisted ofa steel tube forty-seven feet 
long, sround the breech of which had been 
shrunk numerous steel jackets to give it 
strength to resist the terrific strain of the 
exploding powder. The whole weight was’ 
110 tons. It was mounted ona carri 
which could be moved only_as the gun itee 
was moved on its trunnions, by hydraulicand 
steam power. Having it in place before the 
target, the gun’s crew unscrewed the breech 
hauled it out, and shoved it to one side, all 
by means of hydraulic engines, Then they 
hoisted up the projectile . with another 
machine. This projectile was of solid steei, 
sharp pointed, and nearly four feet long. It 
weighed 1,800, pounds. It had a copper 
collar which was to catch in the rifles of 
the bore and send the projectile besser 4 
This projectile was rammed into i 
place in the cannon with a machine. Then 
came the powder. This powder is made in 
little hexagonal cakes of a cocoa color with 
a hole through the centre of each. Ten 
thousand of ‘hase little cakes are required 
fora charge for the big gun, and the weight 
of the charge is 960 pounds—more than half 
the weight of the projectile. In the most 
powerful express rifle used by sportamen the 
proportion of mpbaed to bullet is as 120 to 
300 grains. ‘The cannon is away ahead, 

The powder —— 
eight cartridges of 120 pounds gach, The 
cartridge bags are of silk, and a layer of 
black powder, which burns taster than 
cocoa, is put in the after end of eagh bag. 
‘Lhe charge of powder is rammed home by 
machinery. 

Having the gun loaded, the breech was 
closed, an electrical connection was made 
with the charge, the gun was ted at the 
target, and then one of the officers touched 
the button.

These will be of ample power, 
es at 1,000 yards the projectile will pierce 
twenty-seven inches of wrought iron armor, 
In spite of its power, the objections to the 
big gun outweigh its advan The 
thirteen-inch gun weighs but sixty-seven 
tons—forty-three tons less. The discharge 
of the great fellow over the deep of the ship 
plays havoe with the deck, the blast of the 
gases has broken deck beams and opened 
the seams. The big gun costs just $100,000 
to build, and the greatest number of times 
which it can be safely fired is calculated at 
seventy-five. No one knows whether it 
would last even as long as that ; very likely 
it would not, for the impact of the gases 
released from the 10,000 kernels @#f cocoa 
powder erodes t furrows in the temper- 
ed steel lining of the gun atevery discharge. 
The next smaller but sufficiently powerful 
gun is supposed to last for 120 rounds, while 
to build it costs $70,000—330,000 less. 
Moreover it takes two years to build the 
larger and but eighteen months to build the 
smaller. 

The building of 110-ton guns was. begun 
about twelve years ago by Sir William Arm- 
strong & Co. In all, 109 of them have been 
built. The Krupp works tarned out one 17- 
inch gun of 127 tons weight—the moat power- 
ful ever built. Of the big fellows, the great 
majority went to Italy. e first ones were 
muzzle loaders. The Victoria, the Sanspareil, 
and the Bebow have two, each mounted, and 
oneeach in reserve. There are two each 
at Malta andGbraltar. There is very little, 
if any, criticism of their use in forts, for their 
weight and room oceupied count for nothing.

Seyd and I now trotted twenty or thirty 
paces to the front and commanding a halt 
we eagerly scanned the horizon, It was full 
day now and the sun wasa rod above the 
‘waving field of cotton plants.

We 
dismounted immediately and got to the off 
side of our horses, interposing them between 
ourselves and the game. 

The drivers started with the cheetah carts 
in a broken and irregular line, and in among 
the cages the footmen crowded, while we 
brought up the rear walking on foot beside 
our horses; a mode of progression that made 
the stout old Taluqdar grunt and grumble 
most audibly.

SUPERB BRUTES, 


The black buck could plainly be seen with 
the naked eye, and breathless with exertion 
and keen expectation our little party ap- 
proached nearer and nearer, until suddenly 
the leader of the band, a glorious fellow of 4 
or 6 years, raised his head and saw us. A 
quick little snort of fearand an angry stam 
of hoof brought his consorts huddling roun 
him. We had come as near as it was safe, 
and in fact were less than one hundred yards 
from the antelope. Instantly on the buck’s 
signal of discovery our bandies were turned 
at right angles to the direction we had been 
coming, and moving very slowly we made a 
pretence of going fartheraway. This move- 
ment brought the doors of the cages toward 
the deer. 

The lordly buck, though watching us in- 
tently, seemed satisfied that we meant no 
nearer approach, and moved smartly about 
in little jerky walks in front of the herd, 
who were also gazing our way, bat confident 
in the judgment and courage of their leader, 
did not a r to think of fright. The carts 
were now halted, and the drivers swiftly 
removed the cord that held the bullock yoke 
under ‘the animals neck, As deftly, the 

pers had removed the hoods from the 
$86 of a couple of our largest aud fleetest 
ckeetahs. 

Instantly the suberb brutes stood erect, 
gazing intently before them for a single sec- 
ond. Then, sighting their prey, they as in- 
atantly crouched cat-lke at the bottom of 
the cage. The keepera had removed the 
chains and opened the door and the driver 
had tilted the cart and cage off the bullocks’ 
necks even before you could speak the or- 
der.

I soon dia- 
tanced everybody, and * encouraging Chief- 
tain with voice and spur I kept my eyes on 
the fast fleeing buck. 

The game and ite pursuer rapidly out 
distanced my horse, but I could easily see 
the cheetah's fatal spring and hear the dea- 
pairing cry of agony as the buck staggered- 
stumbled, and fell, and hardly had 
the fierce brute buried his fangs deep in the 
buck’s throat and slung his heavy paw over 
its quivering shoulder to hold it down, 
when I was alongside.. My reeking steed, 
panting, lathered in piration, stood with 
trembling; outatretched limbs and quiver- 
ing, bloodshot nostrils, while I gazed on the 
expiring spasms of our gallant quarry. 

THE QUARRY. 


Ina twinkling all was over. The buck 
lay still, and nought was heard but the 
savage growling of the triumphant cheetah, 

rfectiy content, motionless, save for the 
frequent lashing of his tail, the brute lay 
low upon his quarry, casting now and again 
a glance askance at me and my laborin 
horse. His reign of triumph was of short 
duration, His keepers were quickly up 
with us, The chains are deftly cli into 
the rings., A few heavy blows with a thick 
cane and the cheetah is dragged off the 
quarry and is once more a captive. 

The buck’s throat is cut at once and th 
warm blood flows freely. One dexterous 
blow with a sharp tulwar and the beautiful 
head with ita pair of dazzling horns is held 
aloft with a shout of triumph. . After bein 
fed with a part of the slain t the cheeta 
is hooded and once more chained in place. 
The buck is slung on in front and we join 
the assembly of servants and peons who 
have staid: with the other chectahs, who 
were not let loose. 

Meanwhile the other cheetah following the 
does was not successful in pulling down his 
prey. For it must be understood that ifa 
cheetah does not come up with the game be- 
fore the frightened animal can recover its 
faculties sufficiently to put itself at top 
speed he stands no chance of capturing him 
by continued pursuit. This fact no one 
knows better than he, and instinct has 
taught him to give up the chase altogether 
if he does not succeed in ranging alongside 
in the first mad burst. It is the suddenness 
and swiftness of his attack thatthe cheetah 
must count on, Immediately they Five up 
the chase the cheetah takes to skul ing in 
the cover and being enraged and half dead 
with hunger he is not to be carelessly ap- 

roached, capecially by strangers, and I 
have known even the regular keeper to be 
mauled in attempting to fasten chains to his 
disappointed oe 

When an animal is at large like this it is 
usual to lure him by a bait of flesh carried 
along for the purpose. I have never known 
a cheetah attempt.to renew his charge ons 
keeper who stands his ground and stoutly 
belabors the animal on the slightest refrac- 
tory demonstrations. If the morning is not 
too far advanced another band of deer is 
sought for, and another pair of cheetahs dre 
run if game is raised. About an hour before 
noon the deer stop feeding, as the — and 
young shrubs become dry, and then they 
seek shelter or lie in the cotton where they 
cannot be approached so easily, and if you 
put any up as you drive along they seek 
safety in flight ere you can loose your cheet- 
ahs after them.

A REMARKABLE SCENE IN A BMALL CANA- 
DIAN VILLAGE, 


Kineston, Cut. Sept. 5.—A few

There is always, amid the formal sectari- 
anism of the most formal and sectarian body 
of people, one who is ‘‘a man of the Phari- 
sees, named Nicodemus.” That is, by rea. 
son of hia being called upon to teach 
being in some way a leader among his col- 
leagues, he has found himself unconsciously 
concluding that there are finer, meanings 
and deeper intentions in religious precepts 
than he has been taught. 

Mind always puts out tendrils and lays 
hold on new meanings if it is not willfully 
set to prejudice, The mind that makes God 


on Jesus Christ, unlossit is the mind of one 
determined to gratify bodly passions. Jesus 
Christ draws the mind that thinks on 
God as a magnet draws a stell filing. 


that is in me draw him.” We are drawn to 
those who have a quality akin to something 
within ourselves. So Nicodemus was drawn 
te Jesus. 

There is some great idea that your mind 
has been meditating upon, some principle 
not definitely understood you, but which 
it is possible for you to understand perfect- 
ly. You ought to get acyuainted with that 
idea. You notice, don’t you, that in all the 

uses of the business or conversations of 
the day the vague but great idea comes up? 
So Nicodemus had for days been looking 
toward the idea of the power of faith as the 
prophets of the past had demonstra‘ed it, 
and as the young man traveling about the 
country was demonstrating his principles. 
How did it —— that Elijah raised to life

May be the young Jesus wis right. He 
would go and see. He had been a moralist, 
Nicodemus had, and taken pride in his 
morality. So he came to Jesus, High moral 
conduct, coupled with thoughts of God, is 
liable to strike the heat of goodness as 
Christ quality: Jesus Christ preached his 
most stupendous doctrines to audiences of 
oneandtwo. He taught over and again 
not to despise the smallest circumstance or 
opportunity. ‘‘ The situation that hath not 
ita duty, its ideal. was never yet occupied 
by man. James Holmes found at Castlebar 
an audience of three to bearhim where he 
had been publicly announced to preach. In- 

tead of shutting his mouth he opened it 
and preached so earnestly that one of the 
there, a young man, was converted, and 
was afterwaid called the ‘‘ tongue of fire,” 
because he was so fervent in spirit. . 

Jesus Christ waived the personal praise. 
He never received it from anybody who re- 


‘garded His pp: among them as another

How coarsely Nicodemus answered him. 
The mathematician responded to the en- 
tranced musician concering the marvelous 
music, ‘‘ Yes, it was wonderful to see the 


violinist move his elbow so many times in a 


minute.” So ‘* the natural man receiveth not 
the things of the spirit, for they are foolish- 
ness unto him, and he can not know them, 
because they are spiritually discerned.” But 
Jesus Christ understood the law of mind. 
He knew how to held the concentrated at- 
tention of His hearer till he should under- 
stahd that ‘' Never the spirit was born, the 
spirit shall cease to be never ; end and be- 
ap ey Noah dreams.”

He 
told His hearers that it was His words of 
which He was speaking and the power of 
His words, so we know that the baptism of 
water of which He spoke to Nicodemus was 
the use of the ing words of denial, 
whereby the mind that has thought ges a 
not true is cleansed of its errors, as a body 
is cleansed by water. 

There were certain errors or mistakes call- 
ed ‘profitless and nothingness and useless- 
ness by Him, serving to hide the power of 
the spirit. Todeny these errors is to call 
them by naine and reject them. This is the 
water baptism this great metaphysician 
meant. Now Naaman’s seven washings in 
Jordan were typical of the seven denials 
every mind must make to be cleansed of er- 
ror. By looking them over we know exact- 
ly what errors to reject, what to eschew, 
The first washing we do must be the rejection 
of the belief in another power operating in 
the universe besides omnipresent, omnipo- 
tent, omniscient goodness, There is no 
power of evil. This denial isthe washing 
away of evil imaginations, so that we do 
not any more believe in the possibility of 
any cruelty or greed or crime coming nigh 
us forevermore. According to the law of 
mind action, we find that it sets the world 
= from evil also. 

he second washing we must do is the 

8 ing of the positive word of rejecting 
the belief in another substance than spirit. 
If God is omnipresent spirit, then indeed 
spirit is the only substance present any- 
where ; 80 the rejection of the supposition 
of the realty of matter is a necessary process. 
Matter has no reality, or, there is no matter. 
This word of denial has the effect of cleans- 
ing us from as much experience of the hin- 
derance or burden of matter as the law of 
the word brings spoken as an experiment 
or in faith.

A 
good deal of this devastation is wrought by 
hunters and locomotives, and the fires are 
accidental. In some parts of British Colum- 
bia, however, and in Washington the farmers 
are destroying a great deal of timber to clear 
land for agricultural ace 

In the last days of July the atmosphere 
was beautifully clear, and for many miles 
the grand pyramids of Mount Baker and 
Mount Ranier could be seen, rearipg their 
splendid cones high above all their surround- 
ings, and showing their great sides covered 
with thesnow that never seems to melt. 
Three days latera gentleman was within 
ten miles of Mount Baker, and he could not 
distinguish the grand mountain, for the air 
was oppressively heavy withamoke, It did 
not take long to find out who started these 
res. Here and there in the timber through 
which the train sped across Washington 
were little clearings, and farmers and their 
mer could be seen felling trees and setting 
fire to the branches. Itis the only way 
they have of removing timber, so that they 
may plough the land. They have no means 
of getting the wood to market, and the only 
thing they can do is to reduce the enormous 
growths toashes and then pull out the 
stump, and thus add a little to their tillable 
area. They are fortunate men if they are 
able to clear inore than an acre or two a 
year, for the work is enormous: but when 
‘an acre is finally freed of ite heavy burden 
of timber it is found to be magnificient 
farming land. 

But it seems a terrible waste to see these 
mighty forests reduced to nothing but smoke 
and ashes. Now and then one sees a more 
cheerful pictyre in these woods. At a side 
track he will find a large number of flat cars, 
loaded with big logs all ready to be taken to 
a sawmill. This is a lumber camp, and 
through the timber may be seen the little 
pine or canvas huts of the luambermen, who 
are felling the trees and trimming the lo 
ready for shipment. Then again the travel. 
ler sees a sawmill, where lumber is being 
turned out in great quantities ; but probably 
fifty times as much timber is destroyed 
without profit to a living soul as is now be- 
ing utilized in the forests of British Colum- 
bia and Washington. It is a terrible waste, 
but there is no present prospect that it will 
be stopped.

Since the war of 1870 this role has 
ceased to belong to France. Germany has 
usurped it, and her claim to itis what has 
revolted the Czar, who remains alone, striv- 
ing by his deliberate isolation to neutralize 
the unwelcome supremacy of Germany, 
allowing France to render him apparent 
homage in order to emphasize his attitude 
but really knowing himself to bedoomed to 
immobility as long as he remains outside the 
allied empires. We may rest assured that 
what weighs upon the heart of France is the 
inversion of authority, the lost place in the 
front rank of Lurope, her supremacy ques- 
tioned, the victor for twenty years regulat- 
ing the march of events, the settlement of 
which till then belonged without dispute to 
the supreme will of France. This is vrhat 
she cannot bear. Those who dream of 
settling the Franco-German question by a 
compromise must, alas ! resign themselves to 
this. Never will this question be settled in 
the pure and christian atmosphere of peace. 
If Germany now agreed to restore Alsace 
and Lorraine to France in return for a pledge 
of everlasting peace, France would agree to 
such an arrangement with the greatest re- 

ugnance, and would avert her eyes forever 

rom the mocking deliverer who at such a 
price bade her sheath her sword. She has 
not, however, to dread any sach mortifica- 
tion, for Germany would fly to the arms a 
hundred times sooner than lose her conquer- 
ed prey; and notwithstanding her past 
victory, she, too, dreams of contirming it 
afresh. No, peace is not concluded between 
the two nations. No, the era of combats 
between them is not over, and the sword is 
what must again and again decide, until the 
unknown time when a new morality shall 
govern the world, and when the God of 
e shall be universally acknowledged. — 
eae Biow1tz, in Harper's Magaziue.

Distant Sounds Focused by Ships’ Sails, 


It is a well-established fact that the wide- 
spread sails of a ship, when rendered con- 
cave by a gentle breeze, are most excellent 
conductors of sound.

A ship was once sailing along the coast of

chiming sweet music, as thou i 
but a short distance away. Daatemuied 
by this phenomenon, they quickly communi- 
cated the discovery to their mates, but none 
of them was able to solve the enigma as to 
the origin of these seemingly mysterious 
sounds. 

Several months afterward, upon return- 
ing to Brazil, some of the listeners deter- 
mined to satisfy their curiosity, According- 
ly, they mentioned the circumstance to their 
friends, and were informed that at the time 
when the sounds were heard the bells in the 
cathedral at San Salvador, on the coast, had 
been ringing to celebrate a feast. held in 
honor of one of the saints. Their sound, 
wonderful to relate, favored by a gentle, 
stealy breeze, had travelled a 100 of 
upward of 100 miles over the smooth water, 
and had been brought to a focus by the'sails 
at the particular locality in which the sweet 
sounds were first heard, 

This is but one of several instances of a sim 
ilar kind, trustworthy authorities claiming 
that it has often happened under somewhat 
similar circumstances,

Skeletons With Tails. 


A discovery which will prove of frmense 
interest to ethnologista has been made at 
i nae of _ — within 
the past few days while breaking ground 
for a large coffee plantation, which is being 
established by an English syndicate. 

The find consists of thousands of skeletons 
either of large apes or of prehistoric human 
beings of a very low order. If the remains 
are of apes they were of gigantic size and 
of a variety no aaee extant, while if they 
are of men the men were provided with dis- 
tinct caudal sppenenee, very thick and 
short, and curled up like a squirrel’s. That 
they are the skeletons of apes can hardly be 
doubted, judging from the arms, which 
reached nearly a foot below the knee, and 
the thumbs which are also abnormally lon; 
and curved, with exceedingly sharp onl 
powerful nails. 

The feet, too, show that they were intend- 
ed for climbing, rather than walking, and 
are also provided with claws and prehensile 
toes of unusual length. It is probable that 
the large number of skeletons found is due 
to a battle between two bands of the animals 
having taken place at this spot, which is 
further proven by the number of broken 
skulls and other bones among them, and the 
fact that several of the skeletons were found 
in a deadly embrace. 

No weapons, however, were discovered, 
but as these were probably of wood, they 
have perished in the course of time.

On July 18, Medina called upon the police 
commistary of Lonwos de Zamora, Ornaldo 
Gueri, and requested that his runaway

Pedro Miranda, called the commissary aside, 
and said that he had just come from a ranch 
near Lomos de Zamora, where in the course 
of the comments which had been made upon | 
the elopement of Kemigia, it had been | 
charged that Medina and his wife had killed | 
a number of their children, and buried them | 
on their ranch. 

After hearing thia, the commissary turned | 
to Medina, and without aronsing his suspi- | 
cion, dismissed him with the promise that | 
everything jer would be done to secure | 
the arrest of Remigia. The commissary next 
visited the ne 4 where the story of 
Medina’s crimes were repeated to him. On 
thefollowingday, Remigia was found hidin 
on a ranch near the village of Quilmos, an 
was brought before the police authorities of 
Lomos de Zamora. She declared that she 
had left her home on account of the cruel 
treatment at the hands of her parents. 

Under close questioning, Remigia, admit- 
ted that her father had murdered several of 
hia children. She said that some of the 
bodies of her brothers and sisters, who had 
been killed shortly after birth, were buried 
in her parents house, while others had been 
buried under an old barn which formed an 
outlying post of the ranch. 


KILLED WHEN BUT BABIES. 


Upon this evidence Medina and his wife 
were arrested. They at first denied the 
charges, then made a partial confession, en- 
tang ing themselves in a maze of falsehoods, 
and at length were: induced to fully confess 
their crimes. According to the confession, 
Medina and his wife lived formerly in Les 
Flores, where they were married in 1858. 
They lived in an inn of the village, the hus- 
band being a man of all work, and his wife 
attending the kitchen of the establishment. 

The first murder occurred after they had 
been married a year and a half. A son had 
been born to them, who, when a few months 
old, was afflicted with a touch of fever. 
One night Medina took the child away from | 
home on horseback, under the pretext of | 
consulting a doctor. While riding along he 
placed the child’s breast against the pom- 
mel of his saddle, and crashed the breath 
out of its little body, Then he carried it) 
to the shore of Lake Blanca, and buried it 
on land belonging to Dr. Montes De Uca. 

When Medina returned home, he told his 
wife what he had done. She was heart- 
broken and reproached him for his crime, 
but took no steps to expose him, Medina 
justified his act on the ground that they 
were too poor to support children. 

A year later, a second son, Guadaloupe, 
6 weeks old, was taken from home by the fa- 
ther. The baby was murdered, and its body 
was taken home and buried in the presence | 
of the mother, who again became accessory 
to the crime by her silence.

At atime when the little republic of 
Switzerland is celebrating the six-hundredth 
anniversary of her independence it seems 
fitting to enquire concerning the present 
strength of that principle upon which her 
government is founded.

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Large gathering of Military at 
Belleville.- 


The annual military camp for Dis- 
tricts Nos. 3 and 4 commenced at Relle- 
ville on Tuesday, 8th inst., and will 
close on Saturday next, the 19th. The 
nt branches 
of military organization in Canada, viz.: 
the infantry, cavalry, and artillery, the 
following corps being in camp :— 


16th Battalion, Prince Edward Infantry. | 


42nd " Brockville Infantry.

The tolal force consists of about 1800 
men and 300 horses, quite a formidable 
display to have located in a community 
for the first time. 

The location of the camp is on the 
bay shore, adjacent to the city, “and is 
very prettily situated. There has never 
before been as large a military gathering 
in Belleville or the county of Hastings, 
and the camp grounds are daily visited 
by hundreds of interested spectators. 

The course of instruction this year is 
pronounced by military experts as the 
best ever given in a similar camp of 
exercise. This isin a measure due to 
the presence of non-commissioned 
officers from “C ” Royal School of In- 
fantry, Toroato, one of whom is attach- 
ed to each of the four Battalions. 
geant Hollingsworth is attached to the 
49th, and although he is a young man 
he has had wide experience of the right 
kind fora military instructor, having 
served with distinction in-Her M 
forces inthe Boer, Zulu and South 
African wars, for which he wears a 
medal. Comparatively little attention 
is given this year to the “ show” parts 
of the military drill, but thorough in- 
struction is given in the more practical 
work of handling, aiming and firing the 
rifle, and practicing those formations by 
which a body of troops can be most 
quickly and easily moved on the field. 
In compequence, some of the companies 
may not march with the regularity of 
trained soldiers, but every recruit. with 
intelligence enongh to comprehend the 
meaning of soldiering will have acquired 
of great benefit 
to himself and the country in the future. 

Mayor-General Herbert, the Com: 
mander-in-Chief, was in camp for sever- 
al days last week. He is a thorough 
soldier in experience, as well as bearing, 
and, we doubt not, will inaugurate 
changes in our system of military train- 
ing that will greatly increase the effici- 
ency of the Canadian Militia.

OUR NATIVE MONSTROSITY. 


The native monstrosity, again, acted as a

It is mortifying to the Englishman to 
know that, while he was still content with 
a great leggy pig, theSouth Sea Islands, 
on their discovery, were found to be well 
stocked with a small, black, short-legged 
pig. As to the Chinese, they have been far 
ahead of us for centuries, pe in most of the 
provinces of China.pork is, at present, much 
more abundant than mutton. It is some 
consolation to reflect that America has been 
behind us, and that the pig is not indigenous 
to North America, although his first cousin, 
the peccary, is a native of South America. 
The Americans, however, have made up for 
lost time, and we have nothing in this coun- 
try thatcan vie withthe grea) pig-meat 
factories of Chicago. In respect to the 
treatment of pigs in other parts of the world 
it is sad, when we look at our own refined: 
and well-cared-for favorites, to remember 
that in some parts of India semi-wild pigs 
are allowed to work their own sweet will on 
the streets asscavengers. In short they 
take the place ofdrains, and they go where 
they please in perfect safety, for nobody has 
the least desire to eat such evil livers. Yet 
it is of faith among pig fanciers that their 
petis naturally a clean animal; that he 
only rolls in mud for hygienic purposes; 
that he hates a dirty sty, and that, if left 
to himself, he would feed almost exclusively 
on chestnuts, acorns, and truffles. 

Achange of fashion has taken place of 
late in the modern British pig, not throu 
the taste of the fancier, but through the 
more practical if leas artistic demands of the 
bacon curer, The fact is that curing has 
been revolutionized. Formerly the lean of 
bacon and ham used to be hard, unpalatable, 
and fearfully and wonderfully salt, while 
the fat, as fat, was good enough ; now, 
under the system known as “ mild curing,” 
the leanis excellent. I[t may easily be un- 
derstood, therefore, that 


DURING THE DARK AGES 


of bacon curing the chief objects of the pig- 
fattener was to produce the largest pee 
amount of fat to-lean, whereas at present 
it is to produce the greatest possible propor- 
tion of lean to fat. There have been changes, 
again, in the ideal shape of the pig, and 
these have been brought about by the alter- 
ations in the prices given per pound in the 
market for certain portions of the pig's car- 
cass. For instance, the shoulder and neck 
are now about the least valuable parts of 
his body,consequently the immenscly devel- 
oped crests and shoulders, which used to 
excite so mucliadmiration, are now odious 
in the eyes of the practical breeder. With- 
out entering into the details of ‘ sides of 
bacon,” such as “‘ prime streaky,” ‘“* thin

There are many insects which one would 
little suspect to be furnished with apparatus 
suited to swift and more or less continuous 
flight. House flys frequent the inside of our 
windows, buzzing slu ly in and out of 
the room. But what different creatures are 
they when they accompany you ons hot 
suminer’s day, A swarm of’ ttle pests 
keep pertinaciously on wing about your 
eara ; quicken your pace, and still are 
with you Brood 2g of wind arise and 
them back d behind, the breeze hav- 
ing dropped, their spted is redoubled, and 
they return to their post of annoyance.

Longest Telegraph Lines tn the World, 


The longest telegragh line in the world 
extends from 18 0) Wrcad-aiceeh: London 
to 29 Cable-street, Calcutta, a distance of 
over 7,000 miles. A gentleman went into 
the London Office a short time ago, and was 
shown the Morse printer in connection with 
the main line from London to Teheran. 
Whilst he was there the instrument was 
switched on to Caloutta without ao break, 
The signals were excellent, and the speed 
not less than fourteen words per minute. 
The wire runs through Emden, Warsaw, 
Odessa, Kertch, Tiflis, Teheran, Bushire, 
Jack, and Kurrachee, to Calcutta. Another

This is one 
of those matters in which the leaders of 
society are likely to have much more in- 
fluence than the argumeus or even example 
ofwomen whom nature has especially en- 
dowed with strength of intellect and with 
the ability to express their views in public. 
If by some means the reformers could in- 
duce say the Princess of Wales and Queen 
Victoria to fall in with their ideas and lead 
the van the reformation would stand some 
chances of winning its way. But until the 
arbiters of fashion lend it their support the 
advocates of the reform will but work in 
vain,

Esoapes Deficiency, 

That Europe will be short of bread this 
year is a statement universally admitted. 
According to the latest and soberest estimates 
Great Britain will require 160,000,000 bush- 
els, France nearly as much, Germany will 
have a large deficiency while the quantity 
required to supply the other countries of 
Western Europe will probably bring up the 
total on demand to about 400,000,000 
bushels. Tosupply this difficiency India 
will probably be able to send out 50,000,000 
bushels, Canada is expected to be able to 
spare 22,000,000, Australia and South Amer- 
ica will also have some to export, while 

i 


many estimate that the United States will 


have a surplus of over 200,050,000 bushels, 
This will still leave about 100,000,000 
bushels of a deficiency. Must it be 
inferred therefore that starvation will 
result? Not necessarily. None need starve 
who can secure corn and of this grain the 
United States expects to have a lirge 
amount, probably 200,000,000 bushels, 
available for — if necessary. Besides 
it is known that European populaions 
consume root crops largely in place of wheat, 
especially when the latter is scarce and 
dear. It is believed by competent authori- 
ties that the consumption of wheat has 
varied as much as two bushels per capita in 
France and some other countries without 
anything approaching famine or general 
starvation. If there shonld be such a de- 
crease in the consumption during the coming 
year the quantity required for 200,000,000 
people would be 400,000,000 bushels less 
than the usual supply, which would balance 
the expected deficiency of wheat and yet 
no famine or world wide distress would re- 
sult. The real difficulty with the Europeans 
will be to find money to pay for the food 
which the other countries of the world will 
have to give. Unfortunately it happens 
that the Selisloncy occurs at a time when 
the industries of Eurcpe are particularly 
depressed. This means that labor will not 
find as great remuneration as formerly, which
